Stewart, 
Local Athlete, 
Reported Dead
ship and established a new rec­ 
ord of 6 feet $ 3/4 inches on the 
fdllowing day in competition with 
Lei Steers, the famed Oregon 
jumper. Stewart went east at 
that time with the Southern Cal­ 
ifornia A. C. team.

.In July, 1941, Stewart was 
named "Southern California Ath­ 
lete of the Month," by Bill Schro 
eder, managing director of the 
Helms Foundatipn on behalf of 
the Helms S. C. Athlete of the 
Month board, composed of Los 
Angeles sports editors.

A-telegram -from the War De­ 
partment to his mother, Mrs. 
Gwendolyn Stewart, 1145 Stearns 
dr., Los Angeles and formerly 
of Torrance, states:

"I am deeply distressed to in­ 
form you that a report just re­ 
ceived states that your son, First 
Lieut. William K. Stewart, who 
was reported missing In action, 
was killed in action, Feb. 25, 
1944, over the North Sea.

'The Secretary of War asks 
that I express his' deep sym­ 
pathy in your loss, and his re­ 
gret that unavoidable circum­ 
stances made necessary the un­ 
usual lapse Of time.In reporting 
your son's death to you. Con­ 
firmation will follow." 
'Following his graduation from 

Torrance High school,' Lieuten­ 
ant Stewart entered University 
of Southern California and. en­ 
listed In the U. S. Air Force in 
December, 1941.

Serving as a drill instructor 
at Wichlta Falls, Texas, until 
July, 1942, he entered Cadet Fly­ 
ing School, receiving his pilot's 
wings Feb. 16, 1943, and train­ 
ing In the east as a pilot on a 
B-26, went overseas In June of 
that year.

It was known that Lieutenant 
Stewart had completed more 
than 37 bombing missions over 
France and Germany. He piloted 
a medium bomber attached to 
the Eighth Army. He had been 
recommended for the Distin­ 
guished Flying Cross and pro­ 
motion to the rank of first lieu­ 
tenant, and had been, awarded 
an Oak Leaf Cluster to his All- 
Medal.

Lumber Yards 
Bare As WPB 
Relaxes Rules

(Continu.d from Pag* 1-A) 
dwelling, $2000 for a two-famil 
structure, $3000 for a three-fam 
lly, $4000 for a four-family, aru 
$5000 for a five-family building 
Above these exempt limits, WP 
authorization Is required.

Louis M. Dreves, WPB chie 
for Southern California, said cur 
rent shortages of lumber, elect: 
cal supplies, and plumbing m 
terials, will probably be wors 
as thousands of people hurry t 
do long-postponed remodeling o 
alteration.

"It behooves anybody wantin 
to build to count his costs 1 
advance," Dreves said, "or h 
may get started, only to fin 
that he needs materials obtain 
able only under priorities, whil 
he cannot qualify for pfiorit 
aid because his project is no 
sufficiently essential.

"We will giva.no help to sue 
jobs as cocktail bars while more 
important construction Is wal 
ing to be done.'1

Previous rules governing Issu 
ance of priorities remain in e 
feet, witft all home application 
being handled by FHA and 
others by WPB.

Second-hand materials and th 
builder's own labor need not be 
counted as part of constructlo 
cost. Under the new order, thi 
exemption is' extended also t 
all excavating, grading, and oth 
er earth-moving work.

Ceilings were lifted 'also o 
other types of construction, 
follows:

1. Farm construction, exclu 
sive of farm houses, $1000.

2. Irrigation or drainage ays 
tern serving more than one farm 
$1000.

S. Hotel, apartment building 
or other multiple dwellings fo 
six or more families, $5000.

4. An office, bank, store, laun 
dry, garage, restaurant, theatre 
warehouse, or other retail o 
wholesale service establishment 
including a frozen food locke 
plant, $5000.  

The amount of maintenanc 
and repair work that may be 
done in categories (3) and (4 
is limited. Formerly there was 
no such limitation.  

5. A church, hospital, schoo 
USO club, playground or othe 
publicly-owned building, orphan 
age, military exchange, cana 
storm sewer, dam, levee, Jetty 
or retaining wail for shore pro­ 
tection, $10,000.

6. A factory or industrial plant 
bridge, over-or-under pass, tun 
nels, docks, pier, commercial air 
ports, bus, railway or truck ter 
minal, $20,000.

7. Any other kind .of unil 
$1000.

I was very muc 
impressed with this great inst 
tution which entails far mor 
than the average citizen or off 
cial realizes, and, of course, th 
concensus of opinion was tha 
this great institution with its 
proud tradition at Annapolis 
should not be severed. Never 
theless, with the prospect of th 
Pacific being the focal point fo 
ever-greater Naval and Milita 
activity, I believe they will hav 
to break away from their prou 
traditions. I also suggested tha 
the air division and the, pos 
graduate branch of the academ 
be centered on the West Coas 
'(preferably Southern California 
of course) and there was n 
serious objection to this propo 
sal. Nevertheless, as above mei 
tiqned, I have ^been convinces, 
that serious consideration wi 
not be given the proposal whil 
the war is In progress.
